Also 
strike  out  "Provided  the  applicant  be  vouched  for  by  two  persons,  at 
least  one  of  whom  is  a  member  of  the  association  in  good  standing . " 

Section  4  sub  (a) 

Change  "less  than  21  years"  to 'less  than  18  years."  Also  strike  out 
"Provided  the  applicant  be  vouched  for  by  two  persons." 

Article  II  Section  1 

Strike  out  "Occupation"  as  a  requirement  for  application,  also  "age," 
except  in  the  case  of  Junior  Members. 

Section  2 

Strike  out  "endorsement  of  requisite  sponsors."  Also  strike  cut  "who 
shall  cause  notice  of  the  application  to  be  published  in  the  official 
magazine . " 

Section  3 

Strike  out  the  entire  section. 

Section  4  sub  (a) 

Strike  out  "and  notice  there  of  caused  to  be  published  in  the  official 
magazine . " 

Article  III  Section  2 

Stike  out  "on  January  1st  of  each  year."  Also  change  "Before  April  1"  to 
by  the  close  of  the  convention." 

Article  IV  Section  2  sub  (f) 

Add  "if  felt  necessary  by  the  executive  board." 

sub  (g) 

Shange  "to  appear  in  January  of  the  official  magazine"  to  "to  appear  in 
the  pre-convention  issue  of  the  official  magazine." 

Section  5  sub  (d) 

Strike  out  "to  publish  notice  of  such  applications  in  the  official 
magazine."  Also  strike  out  "new  members  admitted,  as  well  as  changes 
in  membership." 

Section  5  sub  (g) 

Stike  out  entire  sub-section. 

Section  7  sub  (f) 

Strike  out  entire  sub- sect ion. 

Article  V  Section  1 

Change  "January  Issue"  to  "pre-convention  issue."  Also  strike  out 
"Nominations  shall  close  60  days  prior  to  the  opening  date  of  the  convention." 

Article  VII  Section  1 

Strike  out  "at  least  3  months  prior. " 

Section  4  sub  (a) 

Change  "of  not  less  than  5  members"  to  "  of  not  less  than  2  members."

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EDITORIALLY  SPEAKING 


At  the  direction  of  its  membership,  the  Lincoln 
Coin  Club  wrote  Virginia  Culver  and  all  of  the 
officers  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association 
applauding  the  association's  interest  in  Omaha 
as  a  possible  headquarters  site  and  giving  our 
support  and  further  suggestions  in  its  advance. 

At  this  time  board  members  Adna  Wilde  Jr.  and 
Eldridge  Jones  have  proffered  the  only  replies. 

Both  indicated  the  rumors  were  completely  with¬ 
out  foundation  and  referred  sluringly  to  Grover  Criswell  as  a  "former 
governor"  and  "defeated  candidate."  The  genuine  point  against  Omaha 
was  raised  by  Wilde  when  he  pointed  out  that  their  promise  of  land  was 
not  honored  or  the  A.N.A.  might  now  be  in  Omaha  instead  of  Colorado 
Springs.  Unfortunately  our  past  misteaks  are  not  only  going  to  haunt 
us,  but  in  this  case,  defeat  us  for  ever  more.  Mr.  Wilde  also  noted 
that  renovation  could  run  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  and  although 
that  may  be  a  bit  high  they  currently  rent  ground  from  Colorado  College 
at  $1  per  year.  I  was  a  bit  saddened  also  to  learn  that  they  place 
very  little  value  on  the  custodial  possession  of  the  Byron  Reed  Coll¬ 
ection  fearing  principally  that  the  same  city  which  snatched  away  the 
offer  of  free  land  might  do  so  with  the  Reed  cabinets.  Your  opinions 
on  this  would  be  appreciated. 

In  a  letter  from  the  Nebraska  American  Revolution  Becentennial  Comm¬ 
ission  (NARBC),  Director  Don  Searcy  called  on  us  to  let  them  aid  us 
in  any  way  including  speakers  for  our  1976  convention  which  apparently 
will  be  in  Lincoln.  If  you  or  your  club  is  interested  in  more  infor¬ 
mation,  help  or  a  free  subscription  to  the  Bicentennial  Broadside 
address  Mr.  Searcy  in  care  of  the  NARBC,  1343  "M"  St.,  Lincoln,  NE  68508. 

National  Coin  Week  will  soon  be  upon  us  and  many  clubs  are,  I  am  sure, 
weighing  the  time  and  effort  costs  involved  in  entering  national  compet¬ 
ition.  NCW  is  more  than  the  competition  though  and  the  publicity  for  our 
hobby  and  clubs  can  be  momentus.  Consider  having  one  member  of  your  club 
or  yourself  have  a  few  displays  in  banks  or  store  windows  not  forgetting 
your  club  meeting  dates,  site  and  time.  Nebraska  clubs  have  always  fared 
well  in  NCW  but  the  competition  is  secondary  to  the  exposure  afforded  (JLM)

The  second  issue  of  fractional  currency  was  issued  from  October  10, 
1863  to  February  23,  1867.  This  issue  featured  the  lowest  quality 
workmanship  of  any  of  the  five  issues.  First,  the  obverse  of  all 
four  denominations  (5t,  lOt,  25t ,  50t  see  figure  1  and  the  cover) 
were  identical  except  for  the  numbers  indicating  the  denomination. 
Second,  the  reverses  of  all  four  again  were  identical  except  for 
the  denomination  numbers  and  the  color  ink  used.  The  chart  at  the 
end  of  the  article  lists  all  color-denominations  combinations. 

Figure  2  shows  some  of  the  different  surcharges  used  to  make  the 
varieties.  One  theory  is  that  the  letter  and  number  combinations 
were  to  indicate  the  month  and  year  of  issue,  eg.  S-18-63  to  indicate 
September,  1863  ( see  figure  2),  however  this  is  easily  disproved 
since  this  particular  note  was  not  in  print  in  September  of  1863. 

The  only  explanation  now  offered  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  is  that  they  don't  know  how  the  letter-number  combinations 
were  chosen.  See  the  chart  at  the  end  of  this  article  for  a  complete 
list  of  these  varieties. 

Third,  the  poor  workmanship  is  shown  by  the  large  number  of  badly 
cut  notes.  This  was  caused  by  1)  many  notes  were  hand  cut  by  girls 
at  the  B.E.P.,  and  2)  seme  notes  were  issued  in  blocks  of  uncut  notes, 
and  later  handcut  by  the  individual  hdders. 

The  first  issue  was  terminated  earlier  than  planned  due  to  the  massive 
amount  of  counterfeiting.  Therefore,  three  steps  were  taken  to  ccmhat 
the  counterfeiters:  1)  the  bronze  colored  oval  on  the  obverse  ( see 
figure  1)  and  the  bronze  surcharges  on  the  reverse,  2)  the  much  more 
intricate  design  used,  and  3)  new  varieties  of  paper  (mainly  the 
membrane  paper)  were  tried.  None  of  these  measures  worked,  and  when 
the  second  issue  was  retired,  it  was  widely  counterfeited.  The 
second  issue  was  printed  entirely  by  the  BEP.  The  notes  were  printed 
50  to  a  sheet  for  the  St  and  lOt  bills,  and  40  to  a  sheet  for  the  2 St 
and  50t  bills.

PEOPLE,  PLACES  &  THINGS 


JOHN  GABARRON  RETIRES 

One  of  Nebraska's  most  active  numismatists ,  John  J.  Gabarron,  retired 
from  'nis  position  as  Lincoln's  Chief  Fire  Inspector  in  January  after 
thirty  years  on  the  City  Fire  Department.  John,  who  joined  the  force 
in  1943  as  a  fireman  held  virtually  every  position  including  Chief 
Training  Officer.  His  most  satisfying  moments  came  when  lives  were 
saved  and  his  part  in  establishing  the  city's  building  and  environment¬ 
al  fire  and  habitation  codes.  While  on  the  fire  department  John  won 
first  prize  for  his  cooking  within  the  state  for  his  "whole  in  one" 
dinner  which  was  a  favorite  dish  concocted  while  cooking  at  the  fire 
stations  (bams)  where  he  was  assigned. 

Most  Nebraskans  remember  John  for  his  work  with  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  where  he  is  currently  Sergeant-at-arms  and  very  evident  at 
all  A.N.A.  conventions  where  he  is  also  in  charge  of  exhibit  and  bourse 
security.  Locally  he  was  bourse  and  exhibit  chairman  for  the  A.N.A. 
when  its  1955  national  convention  was  held  in  Omaha.  John  holds  life 
membership  number  1  in  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association  where,  along 
with  several  others  including  Jim  Cotton  and  Elmer  Nelson  he  established 
the  N.N.A.  and  the  Lincoln  Coin  Club.  John  is  currently  in  charge  of 
auctions  and  is  the  club  historian  for  the  Licoln  club.  Both  John  and 
Bemie  are  well  known  around  the  world  due  to  their  joint  librarianship 
for  the  A.N.A.  while  the  association's  library  was  housed  in  Lincoln  and 
for  a  time  in  his  home.  The  N.N.A. 's  current  postal  box  is,  in  fact,  the 
same  one  once  used  by  the  A.N.A.  Library  and  still  occasionally  receives 
some  misguided  soul's  library  returns  or  requests.  John  and  Bemie  aided 
in  the  library's  move  to  Colorado  Springs  and  were  both  awarded  the  A.N.A. 

Medal  of  Merit  and  both  also  served  one  term  on  the  U.S.  Mint  Assay  Comm¬ 
ission  as  appointments  of  the  President. 

Although  John  and  Bemie  have  been  traveling  a  bit  and  certainly  will 
continue  to  be  a  "fixture"  at  both  the  ANA  and  N.N.A.  conventions  they 
have  made  no  specific  plans.  One  thing  is  certain... no  grass  will  grow 
around  the  Gabarrons.
